Extract of a private Letter from Paris, July 23, 1743. 

‘When M. Broglio had informed the Emperor, by 
‘ his Adjutant-General, of the Neceflity he was under 
‘ of quitting Bavaria, and of the Motives which induced 
‘ him thereto, bis Layperial Majefty was pleafed to re- 
‘turn him, by the fame Officer, a Letter in the follow- 
‘ ing Terms. 

I fo much the lefs expected this News from your Exceel- 
lency, inafmuch as I received but Yefterday the inclofed Let- 
ter from the King your Majter, in whith he acknowledges 
the Honour of his Crawn to be bound up with mine; pro- 
mifing never to defert me, but to treat me always as his 
Friend and near Relation, 

I fee, Sir, that I have now no Refuge left but in the 
Generofity of my Enemies $§ to that then will | truft: And. 
as the King of England has offer'’d me his Friendfhip, he 
will fland by me. 

I hope. Ser, to open your King’s Eyes, and then a Thou- 
fand Heads, fuch as that of M. Broglio’s, will not be 
thought an Atonement for lofing me two Kingdoms, and 
his Mafter two Armies. 

*‘ Many Perfons of Diftinétion are here arrefted daily, 
‘ on account of their {peaking too freely of Publick At- 
‘ fairs: We look upon it here as a Thing certain, that 
‘the Emperor has quitred our Alliance; but we think 
¢ it, at the fame time, very uncertain, whether this will, 
‘ or will not, be for his Advantage. He is now to take 
‘care of himfelf, and fo are we; but we think our- 
‘ {elves in a much better Condition of the two. All the 
* new Levies that have been talk’d of, will certainly take 
‘ Place; and if the War continues, the King wiil take 
‘ che Field in Perfon next Year.. As every Courier brings 
* frefh Advices of the Death of Perfons who were wound- 
‘ ed in the Battle of Dettingen, Two-thirds of our Court 
‘are by degrees got into Mourning. Our laft Advices 
‘ from Spain fay, that the King is hardly alive, that he 
‘ is worn to Skin and Bone, and that it was thought he 
* cou'd not hold out many Days, Our News from Italy 
‘leave all Things as they were, and the War ar a full 
‘ Stand, for which many Pretences are made; but the 
‘ Troth is, their Apprehenfion of the King’s Death, 
‘ which would abfolutely change the prefent Syftem, not 
‘ only at Madrid, bur, if fome Peopie are to be believed, 
‘at Naples. It is from M. Noailles alone that we hope 
‘ for good News; and if his Army is not more lucky 
‘ on this Side the Rhine than it was on the other, our 
* Actions, now at the round Sum of 2000, will quickly 
‘ run down. 

+P, S, ~The Abbé de Broglio has quitted the Court, 
‘and retired to his Abby, which is but four Leagues 
© from Verfailles. This was of his own Motive, and 
‘from a Forefight of what would happen. This Morn- 
‘ing he receiv'd a very difagreeable Compliment ; viz. 
‘ Thét it was believed the Air of Mont St. Michael, 
* which is an Abbey of his at a great Diftance, would, 
‘at this Juncture, beft agree with his Health. The
